The result was that the bullion 
dealer obtained nearly $500 for the gold 
and silver which were brought out, or a 
profit of about 100 per cent on the oper-

Every manufacturer of jewelry or 
worker in the precious metals calculates 
that he will lose about $800 in ‘sata- 
rating’ new quarters of the usual loft 
size. The gold and silver dust penetrates 
the pores of the wood and small parti- 
cles are ground into the floor, After 
just so much is lost in this way 
waste ceasés and all dust ‘that falls 
the floor or adheres to the wall may be 
swept up or off and saved.

Answer to Questions. 

Below are represented the questions 
published in the Apyxxriazn last week, 
with the answers furnished by a sound 
money man. 

1. “Has not gold, appreciated in value, 
compared with other commodities in 
recent years, and is it not natural that it 
should since the greatest nations of the 
world have chosen it as a standard mon- 
ey and legislated in its favor?” 

Answer, Statistics agree that a gold 
dollar will not buy as much lebor now 
as it did in 1873 by 14 per cent, and as 
90 per cent of the coat of all commodities 
consist of labor, how is it possible to say 
gold bas appreciated as compared with 
other values.” 

2. “Can the United States alone, by 
the remonetization of silver, create such 
a demand as will raise the bullion price 
to that point from which it fell at the 
tıme it was demonetized practically by 
all the important nations of the world?“ 


Answer. The demonetization of sil- 
ver by the United States in 1873 had no 
effect upon the price of silver bullion as 
the United States had not been coining 
silver for several years previous. ln 
1878 congress was pursuaded by the ail- 
ver mine-owners to remonetize silver by 
buying and coining from two to four 
million ounces a month, upon the assur- 
ance, from the mine owners, that silver 
would appreciate in price, stimulated by 
the demand, and other gold countries 
would follow suit. Did it rise in price, 
and did other gold countries follow our 
example? No. It steadily declined and 
no gold country opened its mints. 

In 1890 the same mine owners pre- 
vailed upon congress to increase its pur- 
chase to increase its silver bullion ta 
four and a half million ounces a month 
assuring the people that this time they 
might expect immediate results, -and 
silver would rise to $1.30 an ounce, the 
Price paid for it it 1873 They gave a8 
an additional reason, for the promised 
advance, that four and one half mil- 
lion ounces a month represented the full 
supply of American silver, and as the 
demand fully equaled the supply, the 
price must rise. The ballion was bought 
and paid for. Did it go up? No, it ad- 
vanced for a few months in the hands of 
speculators, and then continued the 
former decline, and three years later, 
when the purchasing law was repealed, 
instead of the bullion baving risen to 
$1 30 an ounce, as promised, it had fall- 
en to sixty seven cents an ounce. 

Isany further evidence needed and 
have we not fully paid our obligations 
to the silver mine owners? 

3. “Can the United States maintain 
the parity ot 16 to 1 if our mints are 
opened to free coinage of silver, and

Answer. The United States cannot 
maintain the parity of 16 to 1. For 81 
years prior to 1873 the United States 
tried to maintain the parity of gold and 
silver at a fixed ratio. 

First at 15 to 1 and next at 16 to 1, but 
failed during the full period, to keep the 
two metalsin circulation at one time. 
Every progressive nation in the world 
has tried the same thing and abandoned 
it for the same reason.

A number of papers, inclading bee 


Omabs World Herald, have been con- 
spicuously printing an alleged ‘editorial 


from the London Financial News, read-| 


Ing: 

“There is a plain moral in the remark 
that if the United States would venture 
to cut berself adrift from Europe ‘and 
take outright to silver sle would have 
all America and Asia at her back and 
the command of the markets of both 
countries, The barrier of gold would be 
more fatal than any barrier of a custom- 
honse. The bond of silyer would be 
stronger than any bond of free trade, 
There can be no doubt abont it that if 
the; United States were to adopta silver 
basis to-morrow, British trade would be 
rained before the year was out. Every 
American would be protected, not only 
at home, but in eyery other market. Of 
course the United States would suffer to 
a certain extent through baving to pay 
her obligations abroad in gold, but the 
loss of exchange under this head would 
be a mere drop in the bucket as compar- 
ed to the profit to be réaped from the 
marketsofSouth America and Asia, to say 
nothing of Europe. The marvel is that 
tbe United States have not long ago 
seized the opportunity. It has been a 
piece of luck that it has never occurred 
to the Americans to scoop us out of the 
world’s markets by going on a silver 
basis, and it might serve us right if, irri- 
tated by the contemptible apathy of our 
Government toward the silver problem, 
the Americans retaliated by freezing out 
gold. It could be eaeily done.”

Sheriff Johnson, accompanied by Dep- 
uty Henry Jones, last Wednesday visit- 
ed the home of Mr. Peter Doncan, 3 
farmer residing near Powellville, who is 
Dayis’s uncle, where he found Davis at 
work, barefoot, with Mr, Duncan's fod- 
der hands. 

The officers approached quietly and 
bad Davis hand-enffed almost before he 
was aware of thelr presence. He then 
made some resistance, but the Sheriff 
succeeded in getting his prisoner to Sal- 
isbury where he is now confined in the 
county jail awaiting the officials of Mon- 
tevue who will come for him and return 
him to that institution. 

Davis’s record is well known in this, 
his native county,and in Baltimore as 
well as in otber parts of the state. In 
his career as a desperado he has shot 
several men and been a terror to his 
neighbors and a menace to the peace of 
the community. 

One of bis escapades here recalled was 
the writing of a threatening letter some 
years ago to Gov, Jackson and Casbier 
Jobn H. White of the Salisbury Nation- 
al Bank, making requisitions upon them 
for lerge sums of money. Warden Wy- 
ler, of the penitentiary, bad unlim‘ted 
trouble with him during bis incarcera- 
tion there.

Sound Money Democrats Candidates for 
President and Vice Presidest. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Sept. $.—John M. 
Palmer, of Illinois, and Simon Bolival

The agitation for 
women’s rights had been fairly developed 
and conventions were being held under 
the auspices of some of the leaders of 
that day. 

Elizabeth Cady Stanton and Lucretia 
Mott were associates of Mra. Bush, but 
when the announcement was made that 
a woman should take charge of the 
Rochester convention they immediately 
signified their opposition to the plan. 
They said the time was not ripe for wo- 
men to put themselves forward to that 
extent. 

Mrs. Bush was persistent. After much 
difficulty the opposition was beaten 
down, and she was chosen to preside 
over that assemblage, which became fa- 
mous as the real starting point of the 
fight. — Boston Globe. 


The Law and the Lady. 

A new view of ‘‘the law and the 
lady was presented by Judge Gibbons 
of Chicago in a recent divorce case The 
wife was the complainant. Both parties 
were over 60 years of age and had been 
married only two years. The husband 
Was poor and an invalid, the wife a 
property owner and well to do, so the 
attorney for the defendant applied for 
alimony. This being a pase in which no 
precedent could be cit, the judge re- 
viewed the history of the evolution of 
woman from antiquity to the present 
time, and, upon the ground that, as the 
new woman stands upon an absolute 
equality with man so far as property 
rights and individual freedom are con- 
cerned,’’ the wife must pay the family 
bills if the husband cannot, rendered 
judgment for the defendant. ‘‘Every 
reason of right, justice and morals,"’ 
said the court, ‘‘is in favor of the prop- 
osition that the duties which the hus- 
band and wife owe to each other are re- 


The Union Signal makes this point 
in regard to the case: 

We would ask the learned judge and 
those who commend his judgment, if it 
is not time they consider also the ‘rea- 
eonableness’ of reciprocal relations be- 
tween the law and the wife. What 
‘right, justice or morality’ is there in 
denying to the wealth producing and 
taxpaying wife voice jn a government 
under which the husband, though finan- 
cially unable to aid in its support and 
physically unable to shoulder a gun in its 
defense, has the right to help make laws 
she is compelled to obey? We should 
have no fault to find with Judge Gib- 
bons’ decision in the aforesaid case if in 
the dissolution of such a matrimonial 
partnership the right of representation 
could be transferred from the 
to the capable member of the firm. 


A Daring Dress Experiment, 
The Brooklyn Health Culture club,

It is a fair conclusion that 
while many more women earned their 
own living in 1890 than in 1880, they 
bad over the whole field to a very slight 
extent only displaced the men.

About 
one in three of the total population is 
engaged in ‘‘gainful ocoupation,’? and 
only one in about twenty of the female 
population. The proportion to females 
of marriageable age is, of course, much 
larger, and it is this percentage that 
produces the effect I have noted as to 
the necessity of marriage to women as 
a means of support. What the effect is 
upon society I do not how propose to 
discuss, but the facts show that it is bo- 
coming clearly easier for the average 
woman to earn her livelihood without 
marriage in the United States—if she 
so choose. Forum.

How a Boy May Make a Barometer. 

There is no reason why every boy 
should not possess a barometer of his 
own, which he will find not only end- 
lessly useful in planning his little holi- 
day trips, but which will afford him in- 
finite interest as well. 

All he has todo is to take a gram 
each of camphor, saltpeter and ammonia 
salts and dissolve them in about 18 
drams of alcohol. When the dissolution 
is complete, shake the mixture well and 
pour it into a glass bottle. One rather 
long for its width is preferred. Cork 
tightly and seal with wax, to prevent 
the air from penetrating into the bottle. 

Expose this improvised baronieter on 
the outside of the window, on the north 
side of the house, if possible, and the 
crystallizations which are produced an- 
nounce a change in the weather.

Oyster men's Prospects. 


An Easton, Md., correspondent writes: 
“This promises to be a busy season with 
the oystermen of Talbot county. Al- 
though the tofging season is but a weex 
old, over 300 tongers’ licenses have been 
issued from the clerk’s office.

Saving Women's Time, $ 

Mra Rachel Foster Avery lately de- 
livered an address at the Seventh Street 
M. E. church, Philadelphia, ander the 
auspices of the National Reform associ- 
ation, on Woman Suffrage atid -Its 
Relation to the Home. Among other 
things, she said: 

The home is not fully represented in 
the government by 
alone. The mothers who now spend 
weary hours in caring for sick children, 
made sick by the unsanitary conditions 
of our city, would do well to consider 
that it would take less of their time and 
certainly be better for their little ones 
for them to consider the needsof the 
city and help elect to power men who 
would regard their work as a public 
duty, to be done honestly and fairly, 
rather than for their own greatest per- 
sonal advantage. 

People think the woman 
workers are not interested in the chil- 
dren and the home. What else made 
them work last year in this state to se- 
cure the law which now stands on our 
statute books making mothers equal 
owners with fathers of the children 
born in wedléck. Every mother here is 
the gainer by this law, but in many 
states the father has the power to will 
away the chi m incase of his death 
before tg pte or to separate the 
mother them during tho life of 
both parents if he so choose, 


An Innovation. . 

Not only is it now becoming custom- 
ary to invite women to the annual din- 
ners held by various London clubs, 
where they have never appeared before 
save as spectators fromafar. The Play- 
goers’ club has established a still greater 
innovation. At several important meet- 
‘ings women have been invited to take 
the chair. This is one of the leading 
theatrical clubs, and it should be said 
that as a class both men and women 
actors in London are persons of high 
culture and of brilliant social qualities. 
At the last meeting, where a paper was 
read by James Welch on Beginners on 
the Stage, Miss Evelyn Millard pre- 
sided.

Weather and Crops. 


The Maryland State Weather Bureau 

makes the following statement concern- 
ing the weather and cropa on the Pen- 
insula during the past week: 
- ‘Favorable weatber conditions prevail- 
ed in all localities; farm work progressed 
finely, and growing crops improved as 
much ss the lateness of the season 
would permit. Plowing for wheat is be- 
ing rapidly pushed, and tLe area seeded 
will be equal to, or greater than last 
year. 

The corn crop is generally good, even 
the late planted improving under the 
influence of last week’s rains. Fodder 
baying is mostly finished; the weather 
for this work could not have been bet- 
ter, and the gathered crop is in the best 
condition; During the week the army 
worm has done considerable damage to 
corn in Worcester county, even the 
stacked fodder being attacked, Millet, 
alsa, bas suffered from the same caure, 

Pastures show considerable improve- 
ment since the last rainfall, but more 
moisture is needed. Tomatoes are turn- 
ing out fairly well, and sweet potatoes 
are plentiful. Late cabbage and turnips 
are scarce, but late potatoes look well. 
The cabbage worm bas done consider- 
able damage in Somerset county, but its 
depredations do not seem to have ex- 
tended over a wide area. 

Not much scarlet clover seed has been 
sown. The peach crop is about all gath- 
ered and, on the whole has not geen sat- 
isfactory; the quality of the fruit averag- 
aged rather poorly, and compared close- 
ly with the returns to growers.

The following rules and regulations 
were adopted: 

Teachers’ requisition, record and re- 
port books, containing the forms recom- 
mended by the State Board of Educa- 
tion, will be farnished each teacher on 
application to Secretary of School Board. 

Each principal shall make out a requi- 
sition to the Secreiary of the School 
Board, in the order book provided, for 
the free text books needed and author- 
ized for nse in his or her school, keep- 
ing a duplicate of each order on the 
stub, and on filing the same the Secre- 
tary shall dellver such text booka to the 
order of the teacher. 

Pupils having books of their own will 
be expected to use them. The School 
Board will supply other books on the 
list as they are needed. 

Teachers shall keep an accurate ac- 
count of free books received and loaned 
to pupils in a book provided for that 
purpose; make proper entries of the con- 
dition of books when loaned and retarn- 
ed; the date of both Joan and return, 
with fines imposed; shall report at the 
end of each qaarter an accurate account 
of all supplies on band, as indicated by 
blanks in the Report Book. 

Teachers shall nut loan new books so 
long as those returned by pupils of suc- 
cessive grades are in condition to use. 

Teachere may, at their discretion, al- 
Juw pupils to take books home for the 
purpose of home study. 

One set of books only will be allowed 
each pupil; if any book is reported as 
lost, teacher shall not farnish a new one 
until the price of the book lost shall be 
paid. Pupils refusing to replace books 
lost, mutilated, or destroyed, shall be li- 
able to suspension. 

Teachers shall keep all books not in 
use in a strong box, under lock and rey, 
which they shal) have provided for the 
purpose, the cost of which shall be 
charged-among the incidental expenses 
of tho school. 

Pupils may purchase their books when 
they so desire, at current retail piices; 
teacher shall enter the receipts from 
such sales together with amounts receiv- 
ed for lost or mutilated books, in the 
Record Book and shall charge themeel- 
ves with amount of such receipts in 
their quarterly repurts to the School 
Board. 

No books will be furnished Nest up- 
on the order of the teacher, 

At the end of the school year teachers 
shall receive all books from the pupils 
and deliver the same, together with 
those not in use, to the chairman of the 
Board of Trustees, or the trustee that he 
may designate, taking his receipt there- 
for, which receipt shall be sent to the 
School Board with the Teacher’s Report 
for the last term; and the said chairman 
or trustee shall at the close of the sum- 
mer vacation return all books to the 
teacher and take the tescher's receipt 
therefor. 

Teachers shall value and number all 
books; shall write the names of pupils 
to whom loaned, and the date of Joan

tonished Europe and perturbed the 
statesmen at Herlin. Her military force 
was being jadiciously reconstructed, 
and it seemed also as if the calculation 
of Prince Bismarck as regards the con- 
stitution of ber internal government 
might be falsified. The German chan 
cellor desired to see established what a 
Russian diplowatist happily described 
as a republique dissolvante. 
Notwithstanding his efforts to bring 
this result about and the impracticable 
character of the Comte de Chambord, 
which rendered the restoration of mon- 
archy for a time impossible, there were 
indications that a stable system of gov- 
ernment would be founded which would 
enable France to recover a strong posi- 
tion in tho community of nations. Prince 
Bismarck was resolved this should not 
be, and suddenly,-in May, 1875, Prince 
Hohenlohe, the present chancellor of 
the German empire, who was then em- 
bassador in Paris, appeared at the 
French foreign office ned asked for ex- 
planations regarding the scheme for the 


reconstruction of the French army. The —— 


Duc de Broglie, in his interesting ao- 
count of the embassy of M. de Gontant- 
Biron to Berlin, describes the consterna- 
tion which followed this attempt to pro- 
voke another quarrel with France. Au- 
other war seemed inevitable. England 
and Russia interfered to prevent it. 
Prince Bismarck could easily have dis- 
regarded the remonstrances of both. 
England would certainly not take up 
arms if he paid no attention to her rep- 
resentations, and Russia would have 
thought twice before incurring the hos- 
tility of Germany in view of coming 
events in the Balkan peninsula. 

The fact, though not generally known, 
is that the greatest influence in prevent 
ing war was that of the Grand Duke of 
Baden, While the relations with France 
were becoming complicated the Emperor 
William happened to be staying at the 
Meinau, the seat of the Grand Duke of 
Baden, on tho Lake of Constance. One | 
morning the grand duchess, who was 
the ‘emperor’s daughter, came into her 
father’s study and showed him a num- 
ber of extracts from the press. He per- 
ceived at once that the country was 
drifting into war, and, after a cousulta- 
tion with his son-in-law, who: was 
strongly opposed to provoking a war, 
which, however successful for the mo- 
ment, would baye been most 
to the name and character of Germany. 
the aged monarch went off that very 
evening to Berlin, and Prince Bismarck 
had to beat a retreat.—Quarterly Re-

For cent urses the inhabitants of the 
tropics have deen devising ways to 
keep cool’. Not ‘only have the nateral- 
resources of theirown countries. been 
converted into methods of 
achemes, but the mechanical skill ‘of 
modern sciences Hàs also been introduded 
by the fabulously P 
semibarbarous landa 

Tho natives of New Guinea; who are 
compelled, owing to- the intense heat, 
to go almost naked during most of the 
year, have hit upon a scheme that is, 
claimed to make Hfe not only bearable, 
but ‘highly enjoyable during the lofig. 
hot days when the broiling sun is send- 
ing down seeming rays of fire. 

While their plan does not tax the 

brains of modern science, it is, never- 
theless, unique and involves the labor 
of an enormous army of workers. Their 
method is to take a broad stretch of 
land adjoining their large villages and 
covert it intoaswamp. This is done 
by clearing the land thoronghty of all 
vegetation and underbrush; only the 
trees being left standing. By months of 
patient Jabor, in which all inhabitants 
of the village, both men and women, 
join, they dig a canal from the nearest 
lake and drain it into their artificial 
‘marsh. Tho depth of water in these 
marshes varies from 10 to 20 or 80 feet, 
according to the excavation done before- 
hand. ‘ 
Trees are then cut and carefully strip- 
ped of both bark and branches and 
drivén in groups in humerous, parta of 
the marsh, leaving about 10 or 18 feet 
above the water. On the tops ot these 
stilts, or piles, the-houses are then built 
and so overhang the marsh. 

In some parts of India ‘‘floating vil- 
lages’’ have been constructed with great 
success. The inventors of this mode of 
keeping cool came from inland tribes of 
natives, where the hoat killed off hun- 
dreds covery year. These men 
to tho river shores and there built their 
houses on largo flat rafta Some of these 
villages have now grown to large pro- 
portions, and one near MacCluer’s inlet, 
or gult of Ouin, as it is now called, 
numbera over 800 houses. They are all 
connected by ropes, with some 90 feet 
of watcr botwoen, and move with the 
ourrent. This huge’excursiom fleet, as it 
appears, lazily Boats from one shore to 
the other and up and down the stream, 
catching all the air that comes from the 
neighboring forests. The differende in 
température between the land and the 
rafts averages 25 degree.

Sarah Grand Views. 

Mrs. Sarah Grand has made an in- 
genions suggestion to the interviewer of 
The Humanitarian. In response to the 
question whether she favored the ad- 
mission of women to parliament came 
the reply: It is perhaps a little early 
in the day to discuss that question. We 
must get the franchise first and then 
consider the further step; but I tell you 
what I should like, and that is to do 
away with the house of lofdaand estab- 
lish a house of ladies. 

The method of doing it, she went 
on, I leave to the wiseacres, but it has 
often occurred to me that a chamber 
composed of women qualified to watch 
legislation as it affects their own sex 
and to report their ideas to the house of 
commons would be doing more useful 
work on behalf of the gencral commu- 
nity than the present house of lords is 
doing. Having a separate chamber or 
women would meet the objection of 
those who dislike the iden of mixing the 
sexes in parliament, although these ob- 
jectors seem to forget that women servo 
along with men on all our local govern- 
ing bodies, and the arrangement appears 
to answer very well. However, a house 
of ladies would be able to discuss many 
questions which call for reform with 
greater freedom than women could in 
a mixed assembly. Our influence would 
be chiefly felt upon qnestions of moral- 
ity, and would, I believe, tendto purify 
the political atmosphere. 


Women and Zisthetics. 

Mr. Havelock Eifis, in his interesting 
book, Man and Woman, a Study of 
Human Secondary Sexua! Characters, 
shows that woman, far from being un 
developed man, is really leading evolu- 
tion in various ways, mental and phys- 
ical. To the proofs af this position giv- 
en by him might be added the apprecia- 
tion of literature and music. Books nre 
read almost exclusively by women, and 
if women gave up going to concerts and 
operas such entertainments would col- 
lapse immediately. At evening enter- 
tainments there is indeed a sprinkling of 
mep, but at matinees—a Philharmonic, 
Paderewski, etc.—there are always 95 
to ud women among a hundred specta- 
tors. It is useless to say that men are 
too busy to scek amusement in the day- 
time. Thousands are rich enough to 
afford shortening the work for a few 
hours, and if they were so civilized as 
the women they would do so Men 
are apparently becoming more and more 
absorbed in business, politics, gambling, 
racing, athletics and various other 
amusements which the lowest intellects 
ean share with them, wherefore it 
would seem us if the future of matters 
æsthetic lay entirely in the hands of wo- 
men. 


The Wife and the Home. 

That the wife ehould run the home 
has .been affirmed by no less an author- 
ity than the supreme court of the state 
of New York. One justice of the appel- 
late division wrote the following opin- 
ion in a recent suit for separation, and 
two of bis four associates concurred in 
it: While in a legal sense the husband 
is the head of the family and has the 
right to rule the household and com- 
pel his wife as well as his children to 
obey him and submit to his —— 
the details of the management of 
bouse and servants, still the — 
view of the marital relations usually is 
that within her peculiar sphere, the 
home, the wife should have her own 
way and be allowed to manage and con- 
trol the details of housekeeping and sery- 
ants. An intelligent woman should 
certainly not be subjected in the prea- 
ence of servants and guests to humilis- 
tion and ili treatment by her husband 
by the offensive assertion that he is 
master and she must in all things obey 

him.

In answer to my We ani to the 
physical condition, of the prisoners at 
the Tombs and their ailments the phy- 
Sician replicd: 

About 75 per cent of, all that come 
in here suffer from somo gisttic and 
nervous troatics, the results cf dissipa- 
tion: Thirty-five percent of these are or 
have been addicted to tho opium or 
morphine habit. After these opiate vid- 
tims have been here a short while and 
their access to their favorite. drug cut 
off their sufferinga become Pitiable- to 


a degree. 

“I have had patients here of this 
class,!’ ho continned,..'to whom L. had 
to administer as high as 80 graina of 
morphine in one day to guve their lives 
This dose would be suffleiont to kill 
about five ordinary persons not acous- 
tomed to the drug. 

That victims toe opinm and mor- 
phine habits shoul furnish as many as 
85 out of every 100 criminals landing 
in the city prison, when the police and 
other authorities of the city are pro- 
claiming that the open sale or use of 
these drugs has been entirely suppressed 
ar stamped out. somewhat surprised 
me, and I asked Dr. Ward whence this 
particular class of prisoners came from. 

“The alcoholic patients. are prin- 
cipally from the upper section ot the 
city, but the morphine or opium vid- 
tims, as n rule, all come from thé lower 
part of the city,“ he replied. One of 
the most pitiable subjects of the opium 
habit that came here was George Appoj 
the green goods operator, Who is the son 
of Quimbo Appo, the Chinese murderer. 
-Appo testified before the Lexow com- 
mittee against MoNally, the king of 
the green goods men. Appo had not 
been in tho Tombs without his opium 
for over a few days when the want of 
the drug began to assert itself on his 
entire system. His moans and groans at 
night fairly kept awake and . annoyed 
all the prisoners in the other cells on 
the sume corridor. ™ 

Ons curious feataré, from a m 
standpoint, about the ‘Tombs 
is that they almost immediately become 
seized with the impression that ther 
are suffering from all sorts of ailments; 


and want treatment, They ruminate 


over their old complaints and shout for 
the doctor, whereas if they were at 
home they would never think of need- 
ing medica] attendance.
